We regret that 
our activities in this pro¬ 
gram have caused hard feel¬ 
ings toward us. Please per¬ 
mit me to explain our po¬ 
sition. 

We were approached a 
year ago about the idea of 
bringing a circus to Sierra 
Madre and finally signed a 
contract to do so. We felt 
then as we do now, that this 
was a worthwhile commun¬ 
ity activity, not a get-rich 
scheme that would pour 
monies int the treasury. We 
really don5t look forward to 
any great monetary return. 

A year ago our plans 
finally fizzled out for one 
reason or another. This year 
we were approached again 
and discussed it pro and 
con, loud and long, before 
signing a new contract. Our 
main thought was to bring 
something outstanding for 
the children of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and not just money. 

However, the cost of bring¬ 
ing such a sizable show 
here was beyond our means 
and help was necessary. We 
knew that we alone could 
not raise sufficient funds to 
see the Big Top erected. 
(The cost to us amounted 
to more than $1200 before 
a yard of canvas would be 
poked into the sky over our 
town). We could guarantee 
no such figure from our own 
efforts. Telephone solicita¬ 
tion of the merchants in this 
town and the surrounding 
area was the only sensible 
plan. Telephones or no Cir¬ 
cus for the kids. 

If we have offended you 
and others of the merchants 
and caused you an honest 
annoyance, please accept 
our most sincere apologies. 
It was not our intent to do 
so. We felt that all of you 
would want to join us in 
this community activity for 
the children. We wish to ex¬ 
tend our sincere thanks to 
those who gave financial 
help in this endeavor. Many 
children will see their first, 
and perhaps, only circus be¬ 
cause of your donations, 
many of them for free. 

Join us in our hope that 
these children of Sierra 
Madre and the area around 
us have a memorable day 
on July 24, one to be long 
remembered.

Also, time on weekends is 
given for the testing of fire 
and horse which is required to 
be pressure tested annually. 
We also belong as a group 
to the California Firemen’s 
Association and the San 
Gabriel Valley Firemen’s 
Association.

Poverty In Sierra Madre? 


With the hope that it will, in some measure, 
foster and help sustain that which is good in 
family and community life, this feature is spon¬ 
sored by the business firms and organizations 
whose names appear in this space. 


It did our hearts good at this last regular meeting of 
the Sierra Madre Council to hear the presentation given 
by Mrs. Joyce Wenger, co-author of the book “Pass the 
Poverty Please,” as she presented the negative side of 
becoming involved in the war on poverty. 

After listening to the elaborate presenation of the 
previous meeting of those involved in “Community Action 
Program” and other phases of the Youth Opportunities 
Agency under the direction of an agency headed by the 
controversial Congressman William Clayton Powell we 
began to feel that we were going to have the dubious honor 
or being selected as one of the “pockets of poverty” that 
was “ripe” for Federal “aid.” 

It is obvious, at this point, that the Council does not 
feel our local people should have to fall in line with the 
federal program that could spell disaster for local control 
over aid to the suppression of any kind of poverty that 
might possibly exist in a city of our high caliber. 

Mrs. Wenger briefly touched on some of the more 
obvious abuses being brought to light on the “war on pov¬ 
erty.” She also questioned the motivation of some of the 
people involved in the program and said she felt that 
it was not necessary to become involved in this program 
which could later drain heavily on the taxpayers.

Section 2380. CREATION. There Is 
hereby established a Parking 
Commission. 

Section 2381. NUMBER AND 
QUALIFICATION. The Com¬ 
mission shall consist o t five 
members, each of whom shall 
be a resident and qualified 
elector of the City.

Section 2390-2. PREFERENTIAL 
RATES. The providing of ade¬ 
quate public parking places in 
cities largely depends upon 
the formation of local vehicle 
parking districts. Such dis¬ 
tricts will b© created and will 
be successful only If so oper¬ 
ated as to serve adequately 
the property within such dis¬ 
tricts.

The 
Commission may, if it so de¬ 
sires, operate the parking 
places, or any thereof, as free 
public parking places without 
fee or charge. 

Section 2390-6. LEASES. In the 
exercise of its power to oper¬ 
ate, manage, and control park¬ 
ing places, the Commission 
may, subject to prior Coun¬ 
cil approval, lease any or all 
parking places to any person 
for the sole purpose of the 
operation of public parking 
facilities on them by such 
person, or may grant a fran¬ 
chise or make a contract with « 
any person for such purpose. 

(a) Rentals. The considera¬

Section 2390-8. FURTHER IM¬ 
PROVEMENTS. After the Im¬
